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COMING TO A COMPROMISE. 


After the Deadlock Continues Awhile an 
Agreement Will Be Keached. 
Washington, September 13.--Senator Faulk- 


her has prepared and will probably introduce 


tomorrow his amendment to the pending bill 
for the repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act. The amendment will not de- 
Viate from the lines indicate’ by Mr, Faulkner 
in his speech of last week, but will contain 
some details provding for the execution of 
provisions for the amendment if it should 
be carried. Discussing the proposed amend- 
ment Mr. Faulkner said he had not yet can- 
vassed the senate upon it, and was not there- 
fore prepared to say whether it would com- 
mand a sufficient vote to secure its accep- 
tance. He has, however, received many as- 
surance of good will toWard the principle 
suggested by the amendment from members 
who express their willingness to support it in 
case they tind it satisfactory in detail. 

It is believed with the best of reason that 
the great bulk of silver advocates, if oot all 
of them, republicans and democrats alike, 
will support the measure when tney find it 1s 
impossible to get anything more favorable to 
them and there is known to be quite a sprink- 
ling of repeal advocates representing the more 
who will 
probably cast their votes for an amendment 
giving silver the limited recognition proposed 
by the amendment. 

On the other hand it is definitely known that 
the influence of the administration will be ex- 
erted in opposition to this as to all other 
compromises. Wuether the amendment would 
be able to secure a majority vote despite this 
opposition can only be ascertained by a can- 
vass of the senate and possibly by a vote. 
It is not expected by any one that the amend- 
ment when introduced will be taken up for 
immedtate action until the prepared speeches 
already promised and known to be in prepar- 
ation are delivered. 


WOULD WELCOME A FIGHT. 


Party Leaders Want Some Issue to Find 
Where They Stand. 

Washington, September 13.—If the bill to re- 
peal the federal law is presented tomorrow 
in the house, it is not at all probable that 
the debate on the measure will begin before 
Friday. How long the discussion will last is 
an unsettled question. The republicans say 
that they want at least a month, and Mr. 
Tucker, of Virginia, who has the Dill in 
charge, suys that there will be no limit placed 
on speeches which are in the line of legiil- 
mate distussien, but that as soon as it is 
upparent the minority is filiburtering, the com- 
mittee on rules will be invoked for an order 
which shall compel a vote. 

There is a good deal of opposition mani- 
fested, even on the democratic side, te the 
present consideration of a proposition to 
repeal the general election laws. It is 
claimed that it will detract attention from 
the senate. and in this way, as well as by 
angering the republicans, will endanger the 
cause of repeal. The answer of the southern 
democrats to this comment is brief, but to the 
point. They say that they have already sacri- 
ficed their opinion on the silver question to 
the position of the administration, and they 
cannet go back to their constituents unless 
something is done that is directly desired by 
their section. Apart from this, there is a 
general desire on the part of the democratic 
leaders to have some questions brought for- 
ward upon which the itical lines can he 
visibly drawn. They point out that the demo- 
eratic party is not a unit upom silver or the 
state bank tax or the income tax, and there. 
are differences of opinion as to the extent to 
which tariff revision should go. On the ques- 
tion of abolition of federal force at the polls, 
there is no division of sentiment. The lead- 
ing democrats are unanimous in the hope that 
there will be a very lively polifical ight on the 
repeal of the election law. It has been so long 
since there has been a genuine political fight 
in the house that it will be welcomed, not 
only by the democrats, but by the republicans. 
The exact programme which the republicans 
will follow in their opposition to the repeal of 
the federal election laws has not yet been 
make known. 

As a matter of fact, the secrecy which is 
being observed is not without a purpose, the 
minority being afraid of discussing its plan 
of campaign. All that they will say is to re- 
peat their determination to fight unttl they 
ean no longer hold ont.

A PRETTY COME OFF.

Washington, September 13.—The republican 
opposition to the Tucker bill to repeal the 
election laws has taken instruction from Reed. 
They will absent themselves from the meet- 
ing of the committee on election of president 
and vice president tomorrow when the formal 
order to report the bill must be made. It is 
understood that at least one democratic mem- 
Ler of the committee. in deference to the ad- 
ministration views, will also be absent, and 
in this case the bill cannot be reported to- 
morrow because there will be no quorum in 
the comiittee. 


IN THE SENATE. 


Silver Is Still Almost the Sole Subject for 
Talk. 


Washington, September 13.—In the absence 
of the vice president, the senate was presided 
over today by Mr. Harris, president pro tem. 
of the senate. A Dill for a bimetallic money 
system Was introduced by Mr. Il’effer, by re 
quest, but was referred to the finance coni- 
mittee. It provides that all the paper money 
of prior issue hereafter paid out | the 
United States treasury shall be stamped ‘‘Ke- 
deemable in equal sums of gold and silver or 
in United States treasury nutes thus redeeim- 
able.’’ 

Mr. Mills asked unanimous consent to have 
the floor on Tuesday next at 2 o'clock p. m. 
to address the senate on the repeal bill. 

Mr. Hoar felt constrained to object to the 
request as a great innovation. Unaulmous con- 
sent would put it out of the power of the 
senate, no matter how pressing other business 
might be at the moment, to attend to it. The 
usual mode was to give notice. 

Mr. Mills—I withdraw the request. 

The presiding officer—Does the senator from 
Texas give notice?

FEVER REAPPEARS. 


Startle Branswick. 


Morning Came, and with It Fresh 
Rumors of the Plague. 


GUITERAS SAYS IT IS YELLOW JACK 


Once More the People Are Fleeing, Panic 
Stricken and Desperate—Doors 
Closed on Them. 


_ Brunswick, Ga., September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.}—Two deaths from yellow fever last 
night. 

The news fell upon this community to- 
day like a pall, and the city is again 
shrouded in gloom and dispair. 

Charles Killian, a German shoemaker, 
who has a little shop next to the Oglethorpe 
bank and who lives jn the rear of the build- 
ing, Was taken sick yesterday and died at 
11 o’clock p. m. 

Dr .Guiteras, the celebrated government 
expert, was called in late yesterday and 
pronounced it a typical case of yellow Jack. 

Pe other was the case of a Swede named 
Ballinger, Who has been for several days 
in the city hospital. The attending physi- 
cian did not think it yellow fever, but-Dr. 
Guiteras had the body exhumed soon after 
it was buried today, and held an autopsy 
In company with Dr. Dunwoody. Both 
agree that it was yellow fever. 

Another one of the Cox children, a boy, 
twelve years of age is down with the 
fever. 

Another case tonight is reported from one 
‘ef the tug boats in the harbor, and judging 
from the conversation of Dr. sutts, the 
attending physician, it will] develop into yel- 
low fever by morning. : 

Panic Reigns. 

These are all the authoritative announce- 
ments at this hour, 6 o’clock p. m. The 
town is panic stricken again and thousands 
are fleeing in terror. All had hoped that 
the danger was passed and many, including 
one doctor, do not think there had been n 
genuine case there at all. Dr. Guiteras 
stated to your correspondent tonight that 
these cases have been kept from him or 
he would never have announced that the 
danger was probably over. He says there 
is now grave danger of an epidemic, and 
everybody who is not absolutely free from 
danger of tdking it had best leave at once. 
The way these cases have cropped out in 
different parts of the town baffles all the 
doctors. 

Confidence Was Returning. 

Business had just begun to settle down. 
People were coming home on every train. 

were getting back to work afid a 
hopefulness was taking possession in yall 
lines of trade. It came now like the burst- 
ing of a shell in a besieged city when they 
thought the enemy routed. Men are gath- 
ered in knots in awe. They watch the hur- 
rving doctors and hang breathless upon 
their words. 

All are hoping for the best, but fear the 
worst. Tl® next forty-eight hours will 
probably tell the tale. The Kast Tennessee 
and the Brunswick and Western trains were 
placed at the depot at 4 o’clock with many 
extra coaches. 

A Second Exodas. 

At 6 o’clock they were being again filled 
with refugees, many of whom had just 
come in today. There are hundreds 
who have returned dead broke and cannot 
possibly get away. The public can depend 
on one thing absolutely, and that is that 
when Dr. Guiteras finds a case of yellow 
fever, it will be known to the world. He 
is severe in his censure of Dr. Butts for 
concealing from him, as he alleges, two 
Cases. 

Was Treated for Gastric Fever. 

W. Killian, the German shoemaker, was 
taken sick last Friday, at his shop, where he 
had a sleeping room. He had been complain- 
ing several days previous. AS he was living 
alone, he received no treatment until Sunday, 
when the Odd Fellows learned of his illness 
and gave assistance. A physician was called 
in and treated him for gastric fever. His 
death this morning caused some rumors and 
Mavor Lamb called in Surgeon Guiteras to 
hold an autopsy. This was done, five of the 
local physicians assisting. The result was 
that the ease was pronounced to be yellow 
fever. e 

In the afternoon another suspicious death 
was reported at the city hospital, the person 
being a Swede who was being treated for con- 
sumption. He had been sick for some time. 
However, Dr. Guiteras, after holding an au- 
topsy, pronounced it a case of yellow fever. 
Later in the evening a report was heard that 
one of the Cox children was sick. This is 
the same family that caused so much ex- 
citement in the previous panic by picking up 
a sick child and running away with it to es- 
cape the government doctors. The boy who 
is now sick is sal@ to have been wading in a 
pond of stagnant water all day Sundey. Dr. 
Guiteras was seen tonight by your corres- 
pondent and positively refused to make 
any statement whatever for publication. It ts 
supposed that he will have assistants here at

Savannah, Ga., September 13.—(Special.)— 
The city sanitary bourd held a meeting _to- 
night and considered the official reports which 
came from Dr. Guitera# with regard to the 
second appearance of yellow fever at Bruns- 
wick. The meeting was long. and was held 
behind elosed doors. A_ strict quarantine 
against Prunswick was declared, and meas- 
ures _cxvere taken to enforce it at once, It 
is prebable that all the people in the city 
from Brunswick will be sent out tomorrow. 


Dr. Brunner Was Richt. 


Dr. Brunner received a private telegram 
this afternoon before any other news of the 
prevalence of yellow fever there had reached 
the city stating that two concealed cases 
had been discovered today. This, of course, 
supports Dr. Brunner in the stand he has 
taken that the removal of the quarantine was 
improper. as he had reason to belleve that 
there were cases_concealed in that city. He 
suid that these reports had fally confirmed 
the stand that he had taken, and the belief 
he had held that yellow fever existed there 
even though no new cases had been announce 
officially. Now that the quarantine has gone 
on again, he will see that it is the most active 
and stringent that can be put into effect. 

Last Train Into Waycross 


Waycross, Ga., September 13. —(Special.)— 
Waycross quarantined against @runswick this 
afternoon. The train from Brunswick fo- 
night will be the last one from that place 
uutil the quarantine is raised.

CHOPPED HIM T0 ‘PIECES 


Because He Did Not Give Up His Money. 
Butchery by Mexican Outlaws. 

San Antonio, Tex., September 13.—The 
following story of a horrible murder was re- 
ceived here today from Del Rio, Texas: 
A man went to the Vanhorn ranch yester- 
day and reported that a band of twelve 
Mexican oufflaws had visited a ranch on 
this side of the river, at which lived an 
American and his little son. Having over- 
powered the man and plundered the house 
of. everything of any Value and failing to 
find any money, the bonnd the ranchnin 
and threatened to take his life if he did not 
tell them where he had his money conceal- 
ed. He toid them he had none, 

Then they cut off one of his arms above 
the elbow with a hatchet. They command- 
ed him again to reveal the whereabouts of 
his hidden wealth, but he could not convince 
them that he had none; so they cut off bis 
other arm and cut his bedy in a score of 
places. They then split his heal with the 
same instrument, seized the boy, eut bis 
throat from ear to ear and rode off, leaving 
their bodies to be devoured by the vultures 
and coyotes. The rangers are in pursuit 
and have captured two of the Mexicans. 
and expect to arrest the others before very 
long. They are wanted by the officers on 
the other side for various crimes. 


HE HAS DISAPPEARED 
And the Books of the Knights and Ladies of 
Honor Are Being Examined. 

Indianapolis, Ind., September 13.—It de- 
veloped at today’s meeting of the supreme 
ofticers of the Knights and Ladie& of Honor 
that Frank D. McDaniels, former supreme 
otticer and present cashier to the treasurer, 
E. J. MeBride, has disappeared. His where- 
abouts is unknown. A committee is examin- 
ing his books. McDantels had been reported 
by members of the order for drinking.

The treasurer is under a bond 
of $100.000 to make good any losses to the 
order. Mr. MeBride has notified the order 
that he stands ready at any moment to make 
good any discrepancy. McDaniels lives in this 
city.

The Colored People Will Put Out a Ticket in 
the November Election. 

Roanoke, Va., September 13.—The purpose 
for which the cglored men’s conference, which 
convenes here Monday was called made itself 
apparent late tonight when, upon a resolution, 
the convention resolved to place a colored 
men’s state ticket in the fleld to be voted upon 
at the November election. W. C. Martin, a 
coloned Washington attorney and office holder, 
and formerly an old wheel horse of B. J. 
Jones the Henry county populist. and who 
has peen the prime mover in this convention, 
urged the delegates to orgunize among theut 
selves—to stick to no party, dmeocratic, re- 
mublican or populist, and to endeavor to raise 
100,000 to define the expenses of a campaign 
with their own candidates in the field. He 
produced figures to show the strength of the 
colored vote in the state claiming that in the 
recent republican campaigns the negroes had 
numbered 135.000 voters to the whites’ 20,000. 
Permanent organization was perfected by the 
choice of J. ia Edmundson, of Smyth county, 
as president: W. C. Martin, of Henry county 
and Washington, D. C.. general seeretary; E. 
Thomas, of Danville, E. Hannibus, of Roan- 
oke. G. B. Halliday. of Wythe county and J. 
A. Carter as chairmen of the fifth, sixth, ninth 
and tenth congressional districts respectively. 
A call for a general state convention will be 
issued in a few days to meet in Lynchburg 
within the next two weeks for the purpose of 
nominating a state ticket. 


TAXING THE CERTIFICATES, 


They Were All Right in New York but the 
South Muastn’'t Use Them. 

Columbia. S, C., September 13.—(Special.)— 
Collector Webster today received notification 
from the internal revenue department to col- 
lect 10 per cent tax from the Columbia Clear- 
ing House Association on their issue of clear- 
ing house certificates, which have been in local 
cirenlation several weeks. As the issne was 
$100,000, the tax would be $10,000. Collector 
Webster considered this too important a mat- 
ter to act decisively upon at once and he ac- 
cordingly obtained from the association a 
copy of the form of certificate and their by- 
laws, efc., and will forward them to Wash- 
ington #© be passed upon.

Mr. Joel Chandler Harris Explains 
His Serious Mood. 


HE'S NOT AT A FANCY DRESS BALL 


It Is a Mighty Critical Situation 
Which the Country Confronts. 


AS TO MR. CLEVELAND'S WISHES 


The President Appears to Want Uncon- 
ditional Repeal Be ore Any Other 
Legislation Is Undertaken. 


Washington, September 13.—(Uvtres- 
pondence from the Gallery.)—The wile and 


foggy expanse that lies between Atlanta and | 


Washington is no barrier to rumor. I 
hear today that my interpretations of 
passing and pending events here are regarded 
in some quarters us essentially «= gloumy. 
This is partly due no doubt ‘to the fact 
that my observations have not been present- 
ed in the nigger dialect. Unquest*tnably the 
vernacular of the plantations nosxesses a 
gayety all its own, the very form of it 
producing a certain effect of “umor. Ap- 
preciating this, I have, neveriheloss, pre- 
ferred to write of matters arouiad here jn the 
plain and simple language that white foiks 
employ when they are very much in eain- 
est. 

I trust that not all of my readers will 
mistake seriousness for gloom. If I can 
see nothing gay or festive in the situa- 
tion here or in the manipulati:is of men 
wh» are pursuing interests that are wholly 
selfish or sordid, it does not follow that 
gloom and despair have taken possession 
of things. It will be time enough for gay- 
ety when the business of the people of the 
republic is safely dispatched. Until that 
is done—and done in accordance to the de- 
sires of the people—let us try to be serious. 
Go where you will, the world.over, and you 
will find that the business of individuals is 
regarded as serious. This being’so in the 
ease of individuals, the business of a whole 
people must be more serious in proportion 
as the interests of all are greater than the 
interests of one. : 

I shall be happy to know, therefore, that 
your readers are taking my letters seriously. 
I have tried to devote them to serious mat 
ters. It will be time enough to attend the 
fancy dress all and give ourselves over 
to a season of unrestrained gayety when we 
know for certain that the democratic pro- 
gramme is not to be allowed to collapse— 
when we know that the interests of the 
business men and farmers of the south 
and of all sections. outside of New Eng- 
land are not to be sacrificed to the greed and 
selfishness of the powerful east. I regret 
now that I did not, in the very opening par- 
agraph of this correspondence, lift up a 
warning finger to your readers and say: 
“Come, let us be serious together.” 

The mind that is open to impressions— 
that has not been inflamed or benumbed 
by long contact with the queer politica! 
jumble here—is apt to have strange in- 
formation poured into it. To me the gos- 
sip of the capitol, the -press club and the 
hotels is all new though, I suspect that 
a good deal of it has age on its side. In 
the house restaurant I happened to be next- 
door neighbor to a conversation that: inter- 
ested me very much, and | found — out 
afterwards that the men who were en- 
gaged in it were members of the Great 
North American sound money convention 
which the New York board of trade has 
drummed up. One of the gentlemen was 
from Boston; the other from Philadelphia. 
The conversation was about Mr. Carlisle. 

“Now, do you know,” said one, “I like 
Mr. Carlisle very well, but I have never 
understood how the president tame to 
appoint him. He has no record as a finan- 
cier.”” 

“He suits you, doesn’t he?” the other 
asked. 

“Oh, capitally. But J thought it queer 
that a man without any financial record 
at all should be placed in charge of the 
treasury at a moment when it was essential 
that the views of the western wing of the 
democratic party should be flattened out.” 

The speaker's companion «drummed on 
the table with his fork and smiled reflect- 
ively. 

“T have heard,” he said, “that the ap- 
pointment wes due to Mr. Sherman.” 

“Oh, nonsense,” laughed the other. 
‘That wou’t do, you know. Mr. Sherman 
is a very able man, but his ability doesn’t 
go that far. He has no influence with 
the president.” 

“Not a spark,” said the Boston man. 
‘But I am told that when the business men 
of New York consulted with Mr. Sherman 
in regard to the treasury appointment, he 
told them that Mr. Carlisle would be the 
best man for the place.” 

‘Ah, I see,” said the Philadelphia man. 
“A great man that! A remarkable man!” 

“TI believe you,” remarked Boston. 

And there was so much that was tangling 
and cenfusing in the conversation: that, 
to save my life, I couldn’t tell whether the 
compliment was intended for Mr. Carlisle 
or John Sherman. 

I do not give this conversation to de- 
scribe a situation, but to show you the 
character of the gossip that is cireulated 
around here by men of both parties and by 
men who hold themselves above parties in 
order that they may use the members of 
both. 

1 have quoted only a part of the con- 
versation. Another interesting statement 
made was that ‘the Bank of England 
had paid a good round sum for John Sher- 
man’s portrait and had it hanging up in the 
inner shrine of the temple. This ought to 
be true if it isn’t, for Sherw@mn certainly did 
Lombard street and the money lending 
element a good turn when, as the great 
original bimetallist, he .knocked silver out 
of our financial system as a money standard 
in 1873. It is said this‘ portrait cost the 
Bank of England 6,000 pounds. I shall 
believe that Sherman is a genuine financier 
when I hear that he paid $15 for this por- 
trait and sold it to the Bank of England for 
$30,000. Such a transaction as this would 
have been altogether worthy of John Sher- 
man’s fame and habits.

The truth is, there is no 
end of trouble to those public men who 
have their own pet schemes to carry ont. 
Something is always tagling their fishing- 
tackle—something is always running off 
with the bait on their hooks.

administration.”’’ Of course the administra- 


tion is not responsible for such stuff. But 


-that is the kind of talk you can hear from 


hundreds of men right under the dome of 
the capitol—the great roundhouse of the cor- 
porations. It will give you an idea 
of the sort of trimmings the democratic par- 
ty has to put on in order te appear in polite 
society. If the party, as it is furnished 
forth here, were to be turned loose in one 
of Georgia’s broomsedge fields the people 
wouldn’t know whether it was a circus 
horse or the far-famed Giascutus. Climate 
is everything. In Georgia—in fact, every- 
where among the people—the democratic 
party is one of the biggest things the coun- 
try has ever seen, but here, except with a 
chosen few, who are missing a great many 
soft snaps, and losing a good deal of reputa- 
tion, it isn’t as important as a worn-out 
door mat. 

But what has the repeal of the federal 
election laws got to do with this? You 
might as well ask me what the pressing of 
a button in one room has to do with the 
ringing of a bell in another and a distant 
room. I cam only say that the current is 
on. There are strange lumberings in the 
garret when a mouse squeaks in the cellar. 
The theory is that the discussion of the 
federal election laws, under which repub- 
lican partisanship has been enabled to sell, 
buy and bribe and to disfranchise voters by 
incarcerating them, will cause ‘aA reaction 
of some sort in the senate and®thus inter- 
fere with the scheme of the national bank 
syndicate to secure the repeal of the Sher- 
man law and force an issue of bonds. 

It is a very curious theory, too. I don’t 
see how it can work unless the interior 
meaning of it is that when the bloody shirt 
begins to wave. southern senators will de- 
sert the John Sherman “bimetallists” and 
stand with their party and their people on 
all the great issues, including the financial 
issue. But it should be borne in mind that 
the financial issue is said here to be above 
party. I have noticed that the more money 
there is at stake in a scheme the higher it 
gets above party. According to this meas- 
ure, the goldbug scheme of the John Shet- 
man “bimetallists’” soars so high in the 
azure depths of the sky that ten thousand 
election laws wouldn’t drag it down. 

Still it is declared up and down the cap- 
itol and in the hotels that a discussion of 
the federal election laws would be “dis- 
tasteful to the administration.” This is 
a large and forcible way of putting it, but 
the explanation is forthcoming whenever 
asked for, and it is this: Mr. Cleveland 
called congress together to repeal the Sher- 
man law. No side issues are wanted. No 
other legislation is necessary. When con- 
gress repeals the Sherman law it should at 
once tuck its tail between its legs and re- 
tire. “I think it is cheeky,” said one enthu- 
siast at the Metropolitan yesterday, “that 
those fellows shou'd touch any legislation 
except to carry out Mr. Cleveland’s wish- 
es. He is responsible to the people.” 

I entered into no dispute with this person, 
but talked with him long enough to discover 
that he really meant what he said. 

lV. 


That, however, is only one side of the 
story. It is said on the other hand that 
the administration is anxious. to have the 
federal laws repealed, not only beeause they 
are undemocratic, but because their discus- 
sion in the house will reunite the party and 
strengthen party lines that are hanging 
slack in some quarters. Along with this 
version goes another rumor to 
the effect that “the adimin- 
istration understands and appreciates 
the serious character of the division that 
has oecurred over the unconditional repeal 
of the Sherman law.” But those into whose 
ears this rumor is whispered, are begged to 
remember that repeal is above party. 

All this arid much more. For my part, 
I have neither seen nor heard of any party 
division. I have seen and heard of men 
who, for first one reason and then another, 
are willing to see the democratic platform 
repudiated—who, for reasons of their own, 
which nobody has been able to discover, 
have become followers of John Sherman 
and the republican’ party in the financial 
issue. But there is a good deal of indig- 
nation in the party, but no division. -As a 
matter of fact, the party would be hardly 
worth holding together on any issue if a few 
‘“bimetallists” could divide it. 

Meanwhile Speaker Crisp and the old- 
fashioned democrats in the house are mak- 
ing arrangements to go right ahead with a 
measure repealing the federal] election laws, 
under which the notorious Davenport. has 
been and is now holding a life office if the 
statute remains unrepealed. The maneu- 
v@'s of the different elements in regard to 
the bill will promptly develop the attitude 
of the house. Then we shall see about the 
rumors. 

¥. 

I have heard a great deal about the in- 
terest the farmer has in the various meas 
ures that are now attracting attentlon—es- 
pecially the issue that is involved in the 
efforts of the goldbugs to fasten gold momw- 
metallism on the country; but 1 have never 
been able to see that the interests of the 
farmers were of more importance than those 
of other people. The farmer cannot. pos- 
sibly be more interested than the business 
classes. But, it is singular that in the 
south the business classes do not allow 
their influence to be felt at all or they 
allow it to be counted on the side of those 
who are anxious to make money scarce and 
dear. Is it because they have no time to 
study the financial question? . Is it because 
they want to see property depreciate? Is 
it because they have no interest in the pros- 
perity that begets industrial enterprises? 
Is it because they have no interest in their 
own busines except to trust to Inck? 

These questions oppress me. If the busi- 
hess men of the south had made their in- 
fluences felt in a line that js advocated by 
all the really great writers on finance, and 
by all the great thinkers of modern times 
(with but one or two exceptions) we should 
not now have a serious collapse in the 
democratic patty in Washington. 

But it is teo late to talk abont these 
things now. It has grown tiresome. 
Another day 1 may come to Washington 
when the ways having been made easy 
to my feet and clear to my understanding, 
I may be able to present matters, if not 
more sincerely, at least more luminously.

From Water Pipes They Had Made 
Cannon, Which They Loaded. 


HUNGER BROUGHT THEM TO TERMS 


When the Warden Did Go for Them They 
Surrendered — Their Grub Was 
Very Bad. 


Nashville, Tenn., September 13.—(Spe 
cial.)\—The meeting of convicts at Tracy 
City has ended without a shot being fired, 
The fifty-three subordinates surrendered to- 
day to Warden. Dyer and two guards, and 
the only thing that remains to be done 
is the punishment of the offenders which 
will be severe. Warden Dyer was away 
yesterday but returned today, and at day- 
light seized a gun and with two guards, 
advanced into the mine. He soon ran up- 
on Jim Goodrich and Chartes Holt, twe 
of the leaders, and demanded that they 
lead the men out of the mines. After a few 
words they retired and soon came back, 
followed by the other mutipeers who were 
all locked up. 

Kicked on the Grub. 

Investigation showed that the convicts 
had improvised cannons out of six-inck 
water pipes and loaded them with blast- 
ing powder, railroad spikes and nails. These 
had been mounted on tram cars, while cans 
of blasting powder with fuses attached, 
had be arranged around the entrance. 

The trouble, it seems, arose over the feed- 
ing of rice for supper twice a week. This 
is the declared cause, but it seems that 
sour sorghum and other bad food had also 
something to do with the trouble. The 
convicts offered to surrender yesterday if 
the officers would promise not to feed them 
with rice. The board of prison inspectora 
returned from the scene tonight. They 
made a full investigation and found that 
rice had been fed upon the advice of the 
prison physician, who declared it necessory, 
The leaders of the mutiny will be punished 
severely, probably by the use of the strap. 


DEATH OF EX-GOVERNOR AMES, 


He Was Found Dead in His Stateroom on the 
Steamer Pilgrim. : 

New York, September 13.—Fredertck I, 
Ames, Vice president of the Old Colony Rail- 
road Company, and a millionaire, was found 
dead in his bed this morning in a stateroom 
of the steamer Pilgrim soon after its arrival 
at the pier. 

Mr. Ames lived in Boston and he jeft there 
last evening for this city, it having been his 
intention to attend -a meeting of the “Union: 
Pacific railway directors today. About 9120 
o'clock this morning a steward knocked at the 
door, but received no answer, and after fe- 
peating the knocks, he notified the captain, 
who had the door forced in. Mr. Ames was 
found dead. ‘He had died some time during 
the night. Deputy Coroner Conway was no- 
tified and visited the boat, but up to 1 o’¢}j 
be had not made any official report of his 
death. # 

Frederiek L. Ames was one of Boston's 
wea.thiest citizens and capitaliets, and « 
cousin of ex-Governor Oliver Ames. He was 
born in North Easton, Mass., June 8, 18385. 
He began a commercia! career in 1855 that has 
been so fruitfui in its financial resuits that 
he was popularly believed to be worth $25, 
006,000. : 

Mr. Ames held immense interests im railroad 
stocks and was said to be a director in at 
least sixty railroads. In Boston alone he 
was assessed for $5,000,000 worth of real es- 
tate. He was a trustee of Harvard university 
corporation and at one time held ai vast 
amount of Union Pacific raiiroad stock, 


THOUSANDS OF THEM DIED. 


Cholera Ravages Among the Pilgrims in thé 
Holy Land. 

Tunis, September 13.—Of 9,000 pilgrima 
who went to Mecca from here in May, 
4,500 perished in the Holy Land of cholera 
and other diseases. The survivors hare 
just returned and say that on June 24th 
over one hundred thonsand Musselmen, 
Arabs, Turks and Indians gathered on 
the sacred mountain, when cholera broke 
ont among them, causing terrible havoc. 
The returned pilgrims add that of 700 
Turkish troops sent to bury the dead many 
of them died while performing this sad and 
dangerous duty. The mortality was ter- 
rible among the pilgrims and the scenes 


were such as to cause much mental sauf- 


fering.

He recognized the 
fact that there was a good deal of discus- 
sion yet to take place—not only of legitimate, 
but of useful diseussion. But he would like 
if he could to get an expression from those 
in authority as to when a vote 
might be expected. He would by way 
of suggestion, intimate—subfect, of course, to 
any proposition that might come from the 
other side—that the vote be taken or the 
general debate closed ten days, or indeed 4 
week from today. He wonld like to have 
an agreed day on which general debate would 
close and then have the senate proceed for 
two or three days in discussing amendments, 
and then take the vote. He made the sug- 
gestion in order to elicit an expression of 
views from the other side that the general 
debate should close in a week from today.with 
the understanding that amendments might 
be then discussed until the following Satur- 
day at 2 o’clock under rule 8; — that then 
votes should be taken on the substitute, oa 
all pending amendments and on the bill. 

Mr. Dubois. of Idaho, responded in behalf 
of the opposition. All the senators on that 
side, he said, appreciated the courtesy and 
fairness of the senator from Indiana, who had 
charge of the great measure. But he disputed 
the statement that the house had discussed 
the measure satisfactorily in seventeen days. 
It had not discussed it to his satisfaction, 
por to the satisfaction of the people. There 
were various amendments which might have 
been offered and debated to the enlighten- 
ment of the honse and of the country.

The business of the country, Mr, 
Dubois continned, was already reviving. and 
why were not the senators willing to risk the 
effect of a little time to be spent in discus- 
sion. He objected to any setting of time for 
the closing of the debate until every senator 
who was going to speak had been heard 

Mr. Voorhees protested that nothing was 
further from his purpose than an interference 
with the legitimate and wholesome exercise of 
the right of debate. He did not intend to be 
provoked into debating the question until 
later on: but he could not let one of the re- 
marks of the senator from Indiana pass with- 
out Objection. That senator had spoken of 
undue haste to destroy and demonetiz« silver. 
He (Mr. Voorhees) was a better friend of 
silver than any senator who resort “l to ob- 
structive methods to defeat the pending bill. 
He expected when the Sherman law was re- 
pealed to manage to bring about a proper 
system of coinage for the future as there 
had been in the past.

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ARE OUT OF WORK AND DESPERATE 


They Have Been Discharged to Reduce 
the Output and Must Live—Two 
Shot in the Woods. 


Waycross, Ga., September 13.—(Special.) 
Mr. Lum Swain, of Beach, Ga., and other 
turpentine men report an alarming condi- 
tion of affairs in Coffee and Appling coun- 
ties on account of pegroes being thrown out 
of employment by the manufacturers of 
naval stores. They say that the country 
people around the stills have given notice 
that the negroes must not leave the stills. 
The still men complain of béng unable to 
support the negroes in idleness and want 
them to go to work. Mr. Swain says that 
when a country man sees a negro at work 
in the woods he whips him. The country 
people appear to be alarmed for their safety 
because the negroes have been out of work 
and are half jstarved. They fear that 
their homes will be robbed and that many 
serious crimes wilt be committed by the 
now maddened negroes. They say that un- 
til all the negroes are provided with work 
no negro will be permitted to enter the 
woods. 

Two negroes were shot on Mr. Deen’s 
turpentine farm at Nichols last week by 
some country people, says Mr. Swain. 
It appears that several robberies have been 
committed by the turpentine hands and the 
country people are indignant at the owners 
of the stills because the negroes were 
turned off. This state of affairs has been 
regarded by a great many “people as the 
beginuing of great trouble. It is feared that 
the negroes wiil become mere desperate 
unless given regular work, and will commit 
muny serious crimes in the county. There ap- 
pears to be no trouble ef that kind in 
Ware county. The turpentine hands are at 
work and are not interfered with by the 
country people. The peopfe of © Ware 
county are prosperous and no trouble is 
apprehended on account of hard times. 
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WHAT GAUSED THE PANIC P 


Interesting Light Thrown on the Situation 
by Senator Coke. 
From Speech of Senator Coke, of Texas, in 

The Congressional Kecord. 

I make no apology, Mr. President, for read- 
ing here an extract from the very able speech 
of Hon William H. Hatch, of Missouri, re- 
cently made in the house of representatives, 
giving valuable information on the subject 
of the present panie, its origin, etc: 


And if you desire to know the present, di- 
rect, and most potential cause of the present 
pauic and wouey famine, it can be traced di- 
rectly to the action aud declared purposes of 
the bankers of New York city and other large 
money centers of the government. And 
shrewd, astute, and able as they arrogantly 
claim to be, their babbling and bullying decla- 
rations furnish the most damaging testimony 
against them. 

{ will read some extracts from a great New 
York paper, one which is at the very head 
of New York journalism—my friend from New 
York (Mr. Cummings) wil not controvert 
that statement—a paper that claims to have 
the courage of its own convictions, a paper 
independent in all things, consistent in but 
few (laughter), though chaiming to be in the 
main democratic, I read from The New York 
Sun of Friday, April 28th. After reciting 
some of the incidents of the enjoyable con- 
ference between Secretary Carlisle and the 
bankers, it says: 

‘‘As the secretary outlined the policy of the 

overnment, it was that nothing would be 
done that in any way would retard or check 
the determination of the Cleveland aadministra- 
tion concerning the repeal of the Sherman 
law. The secretary went over the currency 
laws of the country, and said that they were 
in bad shgpe and needed revision. He said 
the revision should start with the Sherman 
law. There is a determination, also, to show 
to the miners of silver the evil effects of the 
Sherman law on_ their fortunes. 

“President Cleyeland’s advisers have told 
him that the only way to induce the western 
and southwestern senators and congressmen 
to consent to the repeal of the Sherman law, 
is to demonstrate to their constituents that 
they are losing money every day that this 
law is in operation. The missionary work 
in that direction has been started by a num- 
ber of the banks in the solid communities of 
the east. They are daily refusing credits té 
the south, southwest and west, fearing the 
effects of the Sherman law. 

“The Chicago bankers, it was said. are 
carrying out the same line of policy. Secre- 
tary Carlisle. in his talk with the bank presi- 
dents. made his stand very clear. It is to be 
herofe treatment all the way through on the 
Sherman law, and possibly by the next ses- 
sion of congress the silver mine owners and 
the adherents of silver in the senate and 
peane will be ready to consent to a repeal of 

e IAW. 

“The bank presidents, replying to Secretary 
Cariale, cordially informed him that they 
wonld he ready at all times to co-operate 
with him in the successful administration of 
the financial policy of the government. Every- 
body shook hands, and there was harmony all 
ronnd.”* (Tavghter.) 

The New York Sun of Saturday, April 29th, 
in tts financial column, says: 

“The conference yeaterday between Secre- 
tary QOarlisle and a number of the bankers 
of this city was of great value in that it re- 
sulted in a definite understanding of the 
financial policy of the administration, as in- 
dicated in this column last Tuesday. That 
policy is to iInterpose no obstacle to the 
natural operations and logical results of the 
Sherman law. In a word, the administra- 
tion proposes to allow the people to reap 
the rewards of their own folly.’’ 

The circulation and importance of this 


paper warrant the assertion that Mr. Carlisle 
read these atatements. TIT have watched In 
vain for any denial or even modification of 
them. On the contrary, proofs as strong 
as Holy Writ are accumulating to justify and 
prove their correctness. 

Now, my friends, there is the beginning of 
this money crisis. 

The publication quoted by Mr. Hatch has 
been quoted from New York to San Fran- 
cisco and has never been controverted or de- 
nied. The proofs piled up in this debate, 
both in the senate and house, fn support of 
the truth of the propositign, that this panic 
was deliberately brought abont for the pur- 
pose of placing the people in duress, in order 
to compel their assent to the repeal of the 
Sherman bill and their acceptance of all its 
consequences in the revolutionary and radi- 
cal changes in our monetary system, is so 
conclusive as to leave no room for doubt. 


I take the liberty of using here again a 
quotation from The Philadelphia Press, one 


of the great newspapers of the country, 
which has been adverted to here and in the 


other house, as follows: 


The New York banks for several days have 
been endeavoring to bring a home influence 
on United States senators to induce them to 
vote for the repeal of the July silver law. 

To this end correspondents of the New 
York banks in the west and south have been 
told that they need not expect to get money 
from New York unfil the purchasing clause 
was tepealed, and the southern and western 
bankers have been strongly urged to write 
to their senators and to insist that they work 
and vote for immediate repeal. This movement 
has given rise to the recent feeling tn New 
York that the silver @ ~a in the senate 
could be overcome, as the influence of the 
banks of the metropolis, when concentrated 
on any object, is regarded as invincible. 
There is a feeling that the strain is nut as 
great as it was, and improvement is hoped 
for. Some anxiety exists as to the agtion of 
savings bank depositors when the thirty and 
sixty-day limit expires next month. The re- 
quirements of money fer the cropa will also 
be a potent factor, bat no one ts disposed to 
contemplate future conditions, especially if 
they are likely to be unpleasant.

It disposes of the 
silver question and leaves nothing undone 
that is demanded by the gold monomecatiiets.

enactment that ‘csttuys bimetallisia aud 
establishes gold monometallism, is so grotes- 
quely inconsistent as to need no comment.

The high prices after the war cid not 
benefit the farmers alone. As The Sun 
Siyvs: 

On-the other hand, whenever this great 
multitude of people have large revenues, 
their purchases are of such volume and the 
character and quantity bought so e¢onstant 
that manufacturing plants are fully employed, 
and new ones are built to meet augmenting 
demands; the mill owner buys raw material 
in advance of consumption; operatives and ar- 
tisans have constant work; the wage scale be- 
ing an ascending one, the ability of the work- 

r to buy of -the products of his own labor 
and of the labor of others is enhanced; 
money seeks employment with confidence; the 
merchant’s stock rapidly disappears and is 
constantly replenished; collections are easy, 
and, in short, labor is fully employed, man- 
ufacturers overrun with orders, money is 
abundant and times are good. , 

During that period the farmers had so 
much money to spend for the comforts 
and Inxuries of life that our mav>ufac- 
turing esfablishments had to cun night 
and day to fill orders; the mill o vyners, 
the producers of raw material, ‘ve iner- 
chants and the wage workers were «ll 
kept busy at remunerative rates, and we 
enjoyed the cra of our greatest prosper- 
ity. 

But under the operations of an oppres- 
sive financial system the currency began 
to eongest in the east, and the purchasing 
power of a geld dollar began to ‘ncerease. 
This 7 olicy left about half of our popula- 
tion deprived of its power to purchase 
manufactared products, and the low 
pricés of farm products caused our com- 
merce and industry to suffer partial pa- 
falysis. Qur contemporary thus sums up 
the change in the condition of the far- 
mers: 

While the cost of production cannot have 
been. lessened as much as 5 per cent since 
2875, prices for the staple prodicts of the 
farm averaged S82 per eent greater during the 
five years ending with 1875 than now. This 
is especially true as respects the five staples— 
corn, wheat, oats, hay and cotton, which 
employ 195,000,000 out of the 206,000,000 acres 
now devoted to staple crops. 

Our 30,000,000 people inhabiting the 
farms have for the past eight years sold 
their crops below the cost of production, 
and they have béen able to purchase only 
the barest necessaries of life. The sit- 
uation is clearly explained in the follow- 
ing: 

The extent of the reductions made in rev- 
enue from each acre under staple crops is 
best shown by saying that the acre revenue 
from 1866 to 1870 was $7.59, or 93 per cent 
greater than in 1893; from 1871 to 1875 it was 
$7.04, or 86 per cent greater than in 1893; 
from 1876 to -1880 it was $3.73, or “46 per 
cent greater than in 1893; from 1881 to 1885 
it was $3.13, or 38 per cent greater than in 
1893; from 1886 to 1890 it was $1.74, or 21 
per cent greater than in 1893. The great 
diminution in the purchasing power of the 
farmer, implied by these progressive reduc- 
tions in acreage revenue, without compensat- 
ing reductions in the cost of cultivation, is 
thus clearly shown; but the enormous yearly 
aggregate of lost purchasing power is com- 
prehensible only when we multiply the acres 
how employed in growing staples by the de- 
é¢lines shown in the acreage value of pro- 
ducts since 1870. While very accurately meas- 
uring the farmer’s loss of revenue by reason 
of the declining value of the acreage product, 
éven multiplying the acres under staple crops 
fails to show the whole loss, as no account 
is thereby taken of the reduction in the 
value ef animals and the thousand and one 
things produced on the farms of the United 
States, which have suffered, in many cases, 
quite as great a decline in value as have the 
great staples to which this showing is con- 


fined. 
The statistics show that the present 


prices fot thei? acreage will force the 
farmers to purchase $1,563,000,000 less 
than they were able to purchase in 1870. 

The Sun claims that over-production is 
largely responsible for this state of af- 
fairs, but it is plain that there is no over- 
production when 30,000,000 people are 
in need of the products, which, even at 
the present low prices, are beyond their 
reach. The true explanation will be 
found in the fact that the eastern money 
rings in partnership with the European 
gold sharks have demonetized silver, in- 
creased the purchasing power of the gold 
dollar and gained absolute control over 
the currency of the country. 

Now, fot the remedy. It is pointed out 
in the democratie platform. Remonetize 
silver, re-establish state banks that will 
give us a local currency, and reform the 
robber tariff by reducing it to a revenue 
basis. All that we have to do is to fe- 
degm these pledges. The opposite course 
must inevitably intensify the distress of 
our farmers and wage workers and re- 
duce them to a condition of serfdom. 


; Wipe Them Out! 

Tt is gratifying to know that the dem- 
ocratic leaders in the house are in favor 
of the immediate repeal of all the fed- 
eral laws providing for the supervision of 
registration, the interference with elec- 
tions and the prosecution of citizens 
charged with election offenses. 

A bill will be introduced wiping ont 
the last vestige of federal control over 
the election franchise, and there is no 
reason why it should not be  fushed 
through without delay. The house is not 
compelled to remain idle during the de- 
bate on the Sherman law in the senate. 
It is in good werking order, and it should 
proceed to clear the decks and expedite 
legislation. The thing for it to do now 
is to get rid of the federal election laws, 
and then take up the questions of the 
tariff, the income tax, state banks and 
other matters of importance. 

It goes without saying that a lofig de- 
bate on the federal election laws is alto- 
gether unnecessary. They will have tg 
go, and the sooner the demoérfatic major-' 
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material. 

Very few southern newspapers have 
condescended to reply to this tirade of 
norant misrepresentation, but The St. 
Louis Republic responds in this pointed 
fashion: 

We are willing to learn our shortcomings. 
We will read the lines and between the lines 
of any chapter in American history which 
will show that the representatives of the 
West and south at any period have been, in 
the grasp of economic principle and adminis- 
tration, inferlor to the repfesentatives of 
any other sections. 

We would like to see any chapter of impar- 
tial history which will nof show in the public 
men of the west and south a superior mastery 
of the art of equitable gevernment. 

We would like to see auy two republicans 
from Oregon Who can meet Vest and Vance 
before a thiseellaneous audience, or a select 
conunittee. and debate any question. 

We would Tike to see any western or south- 
ern newspaper which can as thoroughly eon- 
viet itself of historical ignorance, low social 
instinet and provincial bigotry as The Ore- 
gonian has done for its editor in the above 
passage. 

Piis is very newt, but the reproduction 
of The Oregonian’s remarks, without a 
word of comment, would punish that 
pipcr a8 severely as it deserves. It is 
not likely that its Oregon readers endorse 
its sentiments and statements.

Kditor Cockerill, of The New York 
Morning Advertiser, kindly makes this 
Suggespen: 

Thef Atlanta Constitution complains that 
money is so congested in the east fhat Geor- 
gia bas a circulation of only about three dof. 
lars per capita. Which indicates, although 
the esteemed Constitution does not perecive 
it, that the total amount of circulation in the 
country has little to do with its distribution 
in the various sections. The Constitution 
should endeavor to ineulcate busifiess habits 
among the Georgians that will enable them 
to congest their money at home. 

Of course, the total amount of circula-

re-establishment of state banks. They 
would furnish a sound local eurreney 
that would not be absorbed and eon- 
tracted by Wall street.

Good Times in North Georgia. 


The weekly press of north Georgia 
takes a hopeful view of the financial sit- 
uation, as far as it affects the farmers of 
the entire section. Not on account of 
any inducement in the way of favotable 
legislation, but in spite of adverse legisla- 
tion left as the heritage of several repub- 
lican administrations, the farmers gen- 
erally are in pretty fair eondition. This 
statement is borne out by reports that 
are continually coming in—espectally 
from north Georgia. 

Speaking for Gwinnett county, which 
is said to be a fair sample of the agri- 
cultural section surrounding it, The Law- 
renceville Herald says: 

We assert that there {# more old corn in 
the county than has been at this season of the 
year since the war. There is a large crop 
now made which will be ready for gathering 
in thirty days. The eottonh crop will be about 
an average yield. Wheat and oats are more 
plentiful than for several years. And while 
meat is remarkably searée and unreasonably 
high, that very fact has impressed upon the 
people the necessity of making their own 
supplies, and we do not bélieve we will ovér- 
estimate when we state that there will be 
from 50 to 75 per cent more pork made than 
there was last year. R 

But the important féature of this’ crop is 
that it has been made with from 25 to 33 per 
cent less debt than any crop made in ten 


years. 
In view of the hard times through 


which the farmers have passed the above 
is a splendid showing. It indicates that 
they have not only been hard at work, 
but working on right lines, and Gwin- 
nett’s record, supplemented by ghat of 
ifs sister counties in the north Georgia 
belt, is cause for general congratulation. 
- A brighter day is dawning on the far-

Tieksts to Be Sold. 


“AN IMPORTANT DECISION MADE KNOWN 


War to the Knife on Scalpers and “Go-Be- 
tweens”’—The Cotton Rates—Oth- 
er Railroad News and Gossip. 


Unlimitei tickets must go. 
It is the well understood verdict of the 


Southern Passenger Association, and, while 


the effect of it will not be felt until Novem- 
ber probably, it was certainly the most im- 
portant business that was transacted by 
the association at its recent meeting in 
New York. 

The custom of issuing unlimited tickets 
among the railroads of the south is as old 
as wedded love. it is the wonder of the 
railroad people themselves that they bave 
Allowed such a custom to last so long 
ju these days of betier business methods— 
these days of progress and improvements. 

It seems to have remained for: the recent 
meeting of the passenger association to 
make the change, though the matter has 
been handled, debated and disposed of a 
hundred times before at these meetings. 
It is given out now upoh goed authority 
that the Southern Passenger Association 
will bave a circular issued in November 
telling of the action of the association and 
ordering that noe more unlimited tickets be 
sold by the railroads composing the asso- 
ciation. 

Heretofore a ticket bought today over a 
railroad could be used next January or 
any other time in the vague and dim fu- 
ture. 

Hereafter ticketa will be limited to a rea- 
sonable time, the time to be agreed upon 
by the association later, 

The western roads and the northern roads 
have all adopted such a system as this 
long ago aud there has been every rea- 
gon why the railroads of the southern 
association should have followed suit. It 
was a great trouble to keep track of tick- 
ets used so long after they were sold, 

“More than this, it was pie for the 
scalpers,”” Baid a well-kmown passenger 
ageut yesterday as he grew enthusiastic 
over the business. “You see, it is qa very 
serious injustice to the railroads of the 
south to have these scalpers drawing blood 
from them with such unnecessary advan- 
tages as these. 

“The railroads have from time to time 
reduced their rates to such low figures 
that it was of little profit to them to sell 
the tickets at such a mark even in good 
faith. Then to have the tickets bottled 
up in a scalper’s office, a thing of trade 
aud barter, no business created, no in- 
crease jin patronage, nothing of profit to 
the railroad, you can see that it was poor 
encouragement to the railroads to viler 
such rates. The railroads could do better 
by the people were it not for just such un- 
fairuess as this. It is certainly a cause for 
congratulation that ihe southern roads have 
at last awakened to the situation and 
will not suffer themselves to be abused in 
this way. A reasonable time will be ak 
luwed on the tickets sold in the future. 
The change will be beneficial to the roads 
and to the traveling public as well. It will 
create a feeling of strict business between 
the man who buys a ticket and the rail- 
road that sells it. It will cause less trade 
and barter of tickets. It will bring about 
a straight method of doing business.” 

It is said that another matter that came 


™ before the members of the Southern Pas- 


senger Association at the New York meet- 
ing is the checking of trunks on through 
tickets. An effort was made to get the 
meeting to adopt a rule requiring that a 
truuk shall be checked through to the full 
limit of the ticket. For instance, if a 
mun buys a cheap return ticket from Louis- 
ville to Macon and decides to stop in At- 
Janta he can do so under the present sys- 
tem by having his trunk checked to At- 
lanta, and on reaching Atiaata, can sell 
his ticket back to Louisville to a svalper, 
checking his trunk on to Macon over an- 
other line. 

The idea is to change this so that a 
man buying a ticket from Louisville to 
Macon must go to Macon, allowing him no 
such advantages of trade as he and the 
scalper could engage mm as the inatter now 
stands. This change was not made, how- 
ever, but was freely: discussed. It is prob- 
able that some such action as this will be 
taken by the association at some subse- 
quent meeting, as it is but a continuation 
of the war against scalpers that the asso- 
ciation has waged in breaking the ancient 
custom of issuing unlimited tickets. 

These questions are among the most sig- 
Nificant ever brought up in the meetings 
of the Southern Passenger Association.

HE HID A FORTUNE IN OLD BOXES 


The Exeoutors Found $20,000 in Cash in 
Trunks and Boxes, and a Check 
for $10,000. 


Elberton, Ga., September 13,—(Special .)

Washington Dye promises to be much (ike 
the famous Dickson case which is still 
fresh in the public mind. “Governor Dye” 
as he was called was familiar to all the 
citizens of Elbert county, and his familiar 
characteristics in life have furnished food 
for many a fireside talk. Indeed there are 
few persons who knew him well that have 
pot regaled themselves and friends with 
stories, some true and some exaggerated, 
concerning the strange man’s ways, do- 
ings and sayings. ‘Lo say he was strange 
but muldty expresses it. It is pot pulling 
it too strong tO say that every element m 
his nature was strangely abnormal. ‘his 


-is true from the carriage of his person to 


matters of choice, taste, appetite, habits 
and environments. 3 

tHe was a man of exceptionally strong 
prind, really approaching the high order, yet 
Without much cultivauon. } 

Hie was so modest and unassuming it 
required much acquaintance with him to be 
able to form a correct estimate of his men- 
tal gifts. 

Owing to some physical trouble in early 

life, he acquired the habit of walking 
one-sided. Jn his younger days he had a 
brisk and energetic gait, and to see him 
coming with his cane under his left arm 
with his right hand behind him, presenting 
one side, furnished a spectacte not often 
seen. In early life he began his career 
as a merchant, and it was then 
he began to midnifest signs of strong: 
mindiness. But he did not continue 
long in the pursuit of this business 
betore he purchased a farm, and from that 
day until his death the world lost sight of 
him, 
He was never married, and the only 
woman who lived at his home was his old 
slave, Lucinda, to whom and her eight 
children he left the bulk of his fortune. fle 
seldom left his home, and never wanted 
a white man or woman to invade the 
premises. It is said that he had not slept 
on a bed ‘for upwards of forty years be- 
fore he died, but had used a pallet on the 
floor with several pilows under the quilts 
under different parts of his body, to suit bis 
peculiar ideas of physical comfert. On this 
pallet he died, atended by the faithful Lu- 
canda and ‘her children. 

When he was taken sick Mr. Dye told 
those about him not to let any of his white 
friends know of his illness, as he wanted 
nobody hanging around his house = after 
dark. He furthermore requested that he be 
buried on his own land, and so he was qui- 
etly laid away in sight of the uncomfortable 
house in which he had lived so Jong. 

$20,000 Hid ia Trunks. 


‘“Grovernor” Dye was very wealthy. He 
‘had on hand ninety-one bales of cotton, and 
scattered around through some old trunks 
and boxes his executors found $20,000 in 
cash. Besides this he held a cheek on a 
bank in Augusta for $10,000 more. In con- 
nection with this property he had 7.000 
acres of valuable land, all, or nearly all, of 
which he willed to Lucind Dye and the 
children. He had one living brother, who 
is very old, to whom he willed the interest 
on $1,000. This old brother, who spent 
the greater part of his life in Alabama 
moved back to Georgia a few years ago, 
after an absence of about forty years. He 
went at once to pay the old “Governor” a 
visit. It is said that he was received very 
coolly. Whether this is true or not, the 
brother did not trouble him any more. 

The old man was suspicious of everybody 
aad seemed to feel that the world was his 
enemy. He was said to be a thoroughly 
honest man. He was true to his principles 
in poliitics, was harmless to his neighbors 
and supremely indifferent to religion. He 
had no desire to barm any may. There 
was no malice or spirit of revenge in his 
disposition. He lived a secluded life and 
even his neighbors did not see much of him 
in his later years.

GETS THE REWARD. 


Jerry Morris Arrested the Right Man, 
but He Died in dail, 


ALICE WILL STAY AT HEARDMONT 


Governor Morthen Pardoned One Con- 
vict and Refused Two Applica- 
tions—Capitol News. 


In an order he issued yesterday deciding 
that a reward of $200 should be paid te 
Jerry M. Morris, of Washington county, 
Governor Northen decided an unique case, 
and that decision recalls an interesting 
story. 

On the 21st of May, whitecaps visited 
the house of Junius Lawrence in Washing- 
ton county. There were seven men in the 
party, they were masked, and they went 
there as was afterward confessed, for the 
purpose of beating Lawrence. 

But Lawrence didn’t submit wihout re- 
sistance. In fact, so strong a fight did he 
put up that it was necessary to save their 
lives that some of the mob should shoot 
Lawrence. There was no time for parly, 
he was shot dead. 

Three days later the governor issued a 
reward of $200 for the arrest, with proof 
to convict, of each of the murderers of Law- 
rence, 

The next day 
William Downs, 


Jerry M. Morris arrested 
charging that he was one 
of Lawrence’s murderers. It seems that 
Downs was a desperado and the sheriff 
could not get a deputy who would tackle 
him. The fact that he had just received a 
gunshot or pistol wound in the shoulder, 
and the further fact that the white caps 
were traced to his house led to his being 
suspected, 

Downs was placed in jail and afterward 
died from the effects of the wound in his 
shoulder. But before he died he confessed 
to being one of the party of white caps. 
Hle stated that J. M. Rogers had fired one 


of the shots that killed Lawrence and at 
the same time had accidentally shot him, 
Downs. 


Morris made claim to the reward. Now, 
the rule in cases of rewards which provide 
for “evidence sufficient to convict” is that 
the party arrested must be actually convict- 
ed and the supreme court must have passed 
on the case so there can be no doubt that 
the right person has been caught. Morris 
claimed that the confession of Downs was 
all suticient and Governor Northen, after 
a eareful consideration of the legal points 
involved, decided in his favor. 

Pardon Matters. 

One pardon granted, two refused. 
Wis yesterday’s record. 

The man who drew the prize this time 
wus S. K. Johnson, of Hall county. In 
1891, Johnson was conyicted of forgery and 
received a four years’ sentence. The peti- 
tion in his behalf was based on the fact of 
his good behavior in the penitentiary during 
the two years that he has served and the 
statement that his health is such that he 
cannot live to serve out his sentence. The 
judge and solicitor general join in the re 
quest for the pardoa, each stating that in 
his opinion the punishment he has received 
has been sufficient. 

Alice White was one of the two unlucky 

aspirants for freedom. Alice is the young 
woman who created quite a sensation not 
long since by a double escape from the peni- 
tentiary. She was convicted of kidnaping, 
the specific charge being that she had ab- 
ducted a young girl named Ella Holmes, 
sending her to a disreputable house for im- 
moral purposes. Now Alice, through her 
attorney, thinks she has been unjustly con- 
fined. She intimates pretty strongly that 
the Holmes girl didn’t need to be urged 
very sfrongly, and she emphasizes that 
opinion by producing a letter purporting to 
be signed by the girl in which the letter 
requests a gentleman to “meet ber by moon- 
light alone. ” She also claims that Judge 
Falligant in his charge to the jury waxed 
so eloquent that he over-stepped the bonds 
of judicial instruction, and that charge 
forms a part of the papers in the case.. 
Mr. Jacob Gagan, whe is Alice’s lawyer, 
makes a_ strong appeal for clemency, ‘but 
the governor came to the conclusion that 
the sentence of the court should stand and 
he so decided. 
"©. Lindsay, of Dooly county, was the 
second disappointed convict. Lindsay 
killed his cousin, James M. Lindsay, a prom- 
inent man of Dooly county, in a quarrel 
over some money the former owed. He 
was sentenced to eight years imprisonment 
and has served half that time. His peti- 
tion for pardon was based on his having a 
number of small children dependent upon 
him, the statement that he has made a good 
record jn the penitentiary and has been con- 
verted since he went there, his chaplain 
joining in the request for pardon. 

There were several strong protests against 
the pardon filed with the governor. These 
characterized the killing as a most cold- 
blooded and brutal act, and give Lindsay a 
bad name. The governor gave long and 
eareful consideration to the case, finally de- 
eciding that he would not interfere with the 
sentence of the court.
